A 
sailor who barred the way was sent 
sprawling with a blow from the butt 
of the ensign's rifle. 


When the helmsman refused to obey 


a command to halt Duke shouted to 
his men who were keeping the coast 
guard boat alongside.

Beyond that 
their plans have not yet been formed, 
except that they will leturn to the 
United States as soon as 
possible. 


Their decision not to stay in France 
for an extended period is due to pres- 
suic brought to bear on them to has- 
ten back to the United States for the 
welcome prepared for them there, and 
Comamnder Byrd's desire to begin pre- 
liminary work on his-proposed South 
Pole flight:

Day by day we see the efforts being made 
in every quarter to bring a new enlighten- 
ment to the world, to introduce a new and 
finer scheme of life on the old planet, and 
then, every so often, we run r_-.inst some- 
thing like this that makes us doubt if vc 
arc accomplishing anything, except to 
change somewhat the thin veneer of civi- 
lization that overlays a father sordid bas- 
ic human character. 


The world allegedly progresses, or 


rather, the developments sponsored by 
man develop and progress, but it is to be 
doubted sometimes if any change for the 
better in the average nature of man has 
ever been recorded. Of course, this is a 
pessimistic view, yet how can one view 
such a report and not feel that, after all, 
the-world has not come far out of the 
dark ages when 18.000 children in one city 
must be dependent upon an organization 
for protection from their parents and 
guardians ?

TOMATQKS PKEVEXT PELLAGRA 
Dr. Joseph Goklbcrercr of the United States Pub- 


lic Health service, asserts that a liberal use of to 
matocs in the diet, cither fresli tomatoes or canned, 
will prevent pellagra. Dr. Goldbergor'M studies of 
pellagra and Its prevention have given us the great- 
er part of our knowledge of this disease. With Dr. 
G. A. Wheeler, another surgeon of the public health 
service. Goldbergcr has recently reported upon a 
demonstration of the prevention of pellagra by ap- 
propriate foods, which has been earned on for ten 
years in the Georgia State sanitarium. 


In older to determine the effect of tomatoes, a 


special tci>t was begun in April, 19C5. Patients in 
the 
sanitniium weie given 40 ounces of tomato 


juice (a high grade commercial canned product), ob- 
tained by pressing through a cloth. Th,. daily ra- 
tion of 40 ounces of toma,to was given divided into 
three portions, taken as a beverage with each of 
the three regular meals. Almost without exception 
the patients icli&hcd it., 


Twenty-one inline patients, received this toma- 


to juice ration for a year developed no sign of pell 
asra. and the ordinary experience is that about half 
of such patients will show some sign qf pellagra 
within .six months. 


formerly 
Dr. Goldbergcr thought that tomatoes 


lacked pellagra preventive properties. He now be- 
lieves that the erroneous idea arose as a result of 
an uniust apnraiixil of the factor of quantity. That 
is. patients dcvelooed pellagra in spite of the in- 
clusion in their diet of tcmatoes. oecause they didn't 
get enough tomato. 


Similar 
tests wctc made with carrots—peeled, 


sliced, steamed till tender, mashed, and a daily ra- 
tion of a pound given the patients. This failed to 
prevent pellagra: it was discontinued because five 
of a small group of patients taking the carrot ration 
developed pellagra. • 


Likcwicc . utabagas. common turnips, peeled, run 


through a food chopper, and steamed two hours, the 
daily 
ration being about a pound to the patient, 


failed to prevent nellagra. 


Appraised on the basis of the ouantity generally 


deemed sufficient for the adult ration, even toma- 
toes are rather feeble nellasra preventive food. But 
this is not a good criterion, for cod liver oil. now 
commonlv fed to babies to prevent rickets, is not 
a normal item of diet at all. Tomatoes are easily 
grown everywhere and ir.ay be bought at low cost 
at all seasons of the year (canned1*. Of course the 
fresh raw tomato is best if it can be had. But the 
commercial canned tomato is adequate if the indi- 
vidual takes not less than one quart of the juice a 
day. Dr. Goldberser believes a more liberal use of 
tomatoes than now obtains would pi event pellagra 
in localities yhere pellagra is endemic, and this is 
particularly 
important in the winter and spring 


seasons. A liberal tomato ration is valuable in the 
treatment of active cases of pellagra, as well as in 
prevention.

FLORIDA LAND CONTRACTS 


Washington, D. C. — During 
the 


hectic period when. Florida real estate 
was zoomin? like an airplane bound 
for the roof of the world a ,,-reat 
many people acquired 
what 
are 


known as "Florida land contracts." 
Some of them, apparently, are by no 
means sure whether 
they acquired 


assets or liabilities, for innumerable 
inquires are being made as to the 
validity of such contracts and their 
value. 


Is such a contract any more thar. 


an option which can be relinquqisheU 
with responsibility? That, perhaps, is 
the question most frequently asked, 
and the answer to it is not likely to 
make people as happy as Santa Claus 
does when he makes his annual visit- 
ation, for such a contract, if certain 
legal formalities have been_ observed, 
resembles an option just "about at 
much as a note of hand resembles a 
verbal I. O. U. 


Under an option, the o\vv»er of a 


piece of property agrees, in consider- 
ation of a sum in hand paid, tc sell 
the property at a fixed price at any- 
time within a stipulated of days, it 
the option :s exercised, the option 
money applies on the agreed purchase 
price of the property. If the person 
who takes thi option can not or elects 
not to consummate the deal, he loses 
the option money, and that is all he 
can lose in that particular transac- 
tion. He can not be compelled to ex- 
ercise his option and he has 'ncurrsd 
no obligation beyond his agreement to 
forfeit his option money in ev'O.it he 
docs not complete the trade. 


But under a contract to purclwss. 


it seems, the "party of the. second 
part," who figures so importantly in 
con;ractural matters, does njt merely 
acquire a right to buy the property- 
in question at a stimulated price. He 
agrees to buy ".'a-nd to'pay for if the 
.-xfrroed amoun'.. And as lias be»-n stat- 
ed, in event Ihe necessary Jc?al form- 
alities have been observed, he can be 
held to the contract.. There is no op- 
tion stuff in that. In other" v;ords. 
when you take an. op_tipn you can 
change your mind: when you enter 
into a contract to purchase, you can 
not change you mind" without ensu- 
ing legal entanglements and more or 
ess grief.

In many cases, Florida real estate 


has been sold under an agreement or 
contract for deed or a bond for a deed, 
signed by the owner and t:.fe purchas- 
er, says Mr. Perry, lu sticii vases it is 
provided tha-. the title rha'.l remain in 
the owner urn-; the 
full 
purchase 


price, or a specific' amount of tha 
purchase prii". has bei-n paid, before 
a deed is given the buyer. A mort- 
gage is forec!os2d in Florida through 
a ^suit in a court of equity and a sale 
uiider an order of the cour*. There 
is no provision in the Florida law 
whereby a confession, of judgement 
may be attached to a mortgage nor 
can the interest of the mortgage be 
cancelled except through 
the pro- 


cedure provided. 


And a like rule obtains with refer- 


ence to the agreements and contracts 
for deeds and the bonds for deeds and 
even for deeds of trust, says Mr. Per- 
ry. Eacli of these instruments 
and 


any other instrument 
dealing 
with 


real estate and designed 
to secure 


payment of the balance of the pur- 
chase price, if recorded, must be fore- 
closed just as a mortgage is foreclos- 
ed. If any such instrument has not 
been recorded, while it is good be- 
tween the parties, it does not prevent 
the grantor from transferring a valid 
title to a third person and cutting out 
the first purchaser. That appears to 
be something to mull over when you 
are considering your Florida "invest- 
ments." 


NOT GAMBLING ON MARGIN 
"Many people think that 
buying 


land in Florida is like buying stocks 
at a. broker's office, and that when 
the money paid down, or "margin,* is 
wiped out by a decline in the valyj in 
the value of the land, the money is 
lost and tho transaction is closed." 
says Mr. Perry. "That is not the case 
with agreements, contracts, or bonds 
for deeds, nor for mortgages in Flori- 
da, nor. indeed, in other States. Upon 
the signing of an agreement or mort- 
gage, the purchaser becomes bound 
to buy the land at a certain figure or

the Florida law is that the rights sf 
married women are more closely cir- 
cumscribed than in almost any other 
State. Generally speaking, no con- 
tract of a married woman is enforce- 
able against her unless her husband 
joins with her in entering into it. A 
deficiancy judgement will not be ren- 
dered against a married woman, and 
where a married woman not joined by 
her husband has signed an agreement 
and has paid part of the purchase 
price of a piece of real estate, 
the 


grantor, upon bringing suit to cancel 
:he contract, must return to the mar- 
ried \voman what she has iiald in, less 
any damage he has suffered. 


"The laws of Florida are not par- 


ticularly complicated or involved," 
says Mr. Perry, "and it is also to ' o 
remembered that the State is growing 
rapidly and has possibilities as 
yet 


undeveloped. While many • pers'

have speculated foolishly in real es- 
tate there, most investments there 
have a very substantial basis of value 
and if properly protected should show 
large returns. .

"£and values in Florida have ex-

to approximate 
their real 


worth." 


That will be reassuring to 
thns,e 


who held either options or land con- 
tracts in Florida. It seems reasonably 
certain, however, that those who have 
the contracts are to a, certain d'-gree- 
much in the predicament of the man 
who had the bull by the tail — he 
could not let go unless someone held 
the bull.

The smount of good done 
by parents talking heart 
to

ing. Get "them to talk to you no mat- 
ter how little_lhey arc. And don't 
send them away to play so you can. 
read or play bridge. Hear it all out 
and tell him. or her. where he 
is 


wropg and where he is right. 
As 


they get 
older they will not 
get 


farther away, but closer to you. 
Lucky is the mother and father who 
have the confidence of their children.

States stamps to collectors. 


This agency, whose sole business Is 


the sale of such stamps to such 
customers, was established In 1921. 


Stamp 
collectors 
and 
dealers," 


known among themselves as philatel- 
ists, buy a quantity of each new issue' 
as it conies out. They are also in the 
market for issues no longer current, 
including all commemorative issues. 


No true philatelist will allow an 


imperfectly centered stamp In his 
album if he can get a better one. 
"Perfect centres," as_they are known 
to the fraternity and "to the Postoffice, 
are stamps whose white borders are 
equally spaced on all four sides. As 
soon as a new stamp goes on sale, an 
adequate supply of "perfect centres" 
is sent to the Philatelic Agency, 
which is housed in the Washington 
Postoffice. 


WANT PERFECT STAMP 


The department found that collec- 


tors were having a terrible time get- 
ting those "perfect centres" before 
there was any organized clearing/ 
house for them. Postoffice clerks were 
also having a terrible time, what with 
requests to pull down all their stamps 
from the shelves and let the collectors 
search through them for what they 
wanted. There was always a scramble 
at the larger postoffices in other cities 
when a new stamp came out. 


The department came to feel that 


everyone concerned was entitled to 
more consideration, so. under Post- 
master General "Will Hays, the new- 
division was opened. The first thing 
done was to order all postmasters to 
send back all stamps on hand not.of 
current vintage which might be of 
special interest to the philatelists, as 
the department had promised to sell 
all available issues. 
This roundup 


brought m a few stamps on which 
dealers had placed a premium—such 
as the Columbian exposition set—but 
these were soon gobbled up. 


Today the Philatelic Agency receives 


10,000 or 12,000 orders a year by 
mail or wire, both from dealers and 
collectors in this country and in Bur- 
ope. 
Most foreign orders come from 


Germany. Many American collectors 
come in person to look over the supply

on hand. 


SOLD AT FACE VALUB 


The orders are filled In the order-of. - 


their coming With "perfect centres" 
and all stamps are sold at face value, 
regardless of <vbat dealers may charge 
for them afterward.

."When a new issue comes out, .there' 
are as many as five or atar clerks-busy 
filling orders. It must be remembered 
that all current issues are not sent 
to all the postoffices, and that many 
nominations of the regular series as 
well as many of the commemorative 
issues cannot be bought* in smaller 
communities. 
The new Lindbergh airmail stamp, 


of course, was in huge demand by 
regular collectors and non-collectors > 
alike. . 
"We never had a stamp so popular ' 


as this one," said Third Assistant 
Postmaster General Robert 8.

and testing by the Anthracite Oper- 
ators' conference, at a cost of more 
than $25,000, a noteworthy step to- 
ward realization of uniformity in the 
sizing of Chestnut Anthracite 
has 


been accomplished at a joint meet- 
ing of the anthracite operators snd 
representatives of the National 'Re- 
tail Coal Merchants' association. The 
retail merchants presented the prac- 
tical side of the problem, including 
segregation, the desires of the con- 
sumer and what they believe to be 
the most efficient fuel and the one 
demanded by the public. These re- 
quirements were matched 
up with 


the results of tests at the University 
of Pennsylvania and elsewhere , and 
the practical problems arising » 
mining and breaker practice.

In method of making hay. which 


vas demonstrated, the hay was put 
nto windrows, immediately after it 
vas cut. by a side delivery rake fol- 
owmg the direction the mower took. 
V left side delivery rake was used 
or this work. The rake put the hay 
n windrows with most of the leaves 
aimed under where the sun did not 
burn them and permitted the moisture 
n the stems to pass through the 
eaves with the result that the lea\es 
,%ere kept tough and very few were 
ost. 


Another advantage of the side de- 


livery rake following the mower, it 
was "pointed out. is that in case of 
rain the windrows can be turned back 
onto dry ground shortly after the sun 
comes-out. 
If the hay -were in the 


swarth. it would be beaten down into 
the stubble and by the time it was 
dry underneath, 
the hay ton 
top 


would be burned and the leaves would 
fall off. By having the hay in wind- 
rows the upper one-half is dry by the 
time the ground beside the windrow 
is dry. By turning the windrow over. 
the d'ry hay is placed on dry ground in 
a loose condition so the air circulates 
between the 
ground and the 
hay 


thereby keeping the moisture from 
coming into the hay from the ground. 


In saving the leaves, this method 


of curing hay saves the most valuable 
part of the alfalfa and clover plant as 
most of the protein is in the leaies.
